Iow a, M arch 22.—T he de- 
st action by fire of the W estern T ran s- 
hous^ and storeh ou se and elev a to r of 
H ubbard & G ere's lin seed oil m ill y e s­ 
terd ay cau sed an a g g reg a te loss of $400,- 
000. T he fire started in the w areh ou se 
o f the W estern T ra n sfer com pany, a 
b asem en t 
coverin g 
a 
quarter block. 
T h e high wind w hich w a s b low in g com ­ 
m u n icated th e flam es to th e linseed oil 
m ill across th e street and it w a s partly 
destroyed and th e g reater part of its 
co n ten ts consum ed. 
T he 
w ind 
com 
m u n icated th e flam es to tw o big tan k s 
ow ned by th e lin seed oil m ills, and the 
p latform on w hich th ey rested began 
to burn. T h ou san d s of people had con ­ 
g reg a ted by th is tim e, and, w hen th ey 
sa w th e ta n k s on fire, th ere w a s a w ild 
sta m ; ede. 
T he sto r a g e b u ild in g w a s an im m ense 
stru ctu re. 150x60 feet, in clu d in g a brick 
o il sto ra g e an n ex. T h e m ain part o f the 
ele v a to r wra s five stories high, and had 
a ca p a city o f 150,000 b u sh els of flaxseed. 
In bins a t th e tim e w ere stored 100,000 
b u sh els and on th e lowrer floor several 
th ou san d ton s of lin seed oil cak e w ere 
read y for th e m arket. In th e a n n ex the 
o il w a s in h u ge tan k s, h a v in g an e sti­ 
m ated ca p a city o f 120,000 gallon s.

T he h u ge w areh ou se of th e T ran sfer 
com p a n y, IOO by 150 feet in size and 
w ith four stories besides th e basem ent, 
w a s filled from top to bottom w ith 
fa rm im p lem en ts and m achinery. T h is 
m ach in ery w a s ow ned by ab ou t tw en ty 
Im plem ent com p an ies in different p arts 
c f the U n ited S tates. T he co n ten ts of 
th e burned w areh ou se w ere covered 
by in su ran ce a g g r e g a tin g $31,750. 
T he 
w areh ou se building itse lf w a s covered 
b y 30,000 insurance. T h e in su ran ce on 
th e oil m ill can n ot be obtained, a s th e 
N a tio n a l L inseed Oil com pany h a n d les 
th e in su ran ce of all its p lants. F r a n k ­ 
lin and P en n sy lv a n ia com p an ies ca r­ 
ried $3,000 each and th e C om m ercial 
I m on $6,000 on seed in the elevator.

County option, or prohibition in an­ 
other form, is just now being agitated 
b3 fo reth e Wisconsin legislature. Hon. 
T. C. Richmond made an earnest plea 
in favor of-the bill a day or two ago, 
and Mrs. Vie Campbell of Evansville, 
spoke in the interests of the W. C. T. 
U. 
Mr. Richmond claimed th a t 
in 
Rock, and several other countier in 
th e state, the counties could regulate 
th e saloon business in the cities, and 
th a t the bill was equitable and just 
from a legal standpoint. 
He cited Janesville and Beloit as 
cities th a t would be greatly benefited 
by the measure. 
With due deference to Mr. 
Rich­ 
m ond’s opinion, and w ith the most 
kindly f eeliog tow ard the ladies, who 
are 
so enthusiastic in tem perinci 
w ork, T he Gazette m ust beg to differ. 
L iw , which is always in advance of 
m oral sen tim en t is alw ays a dead le t­ 
te r on questions of morality, until 
public sentim ent dem ands 
enforce­ 
m ent. 
Murder, theft, embezzelment, 
and a long list of crim inal offenses 
are under control of law, because pub­ 
lic sentiment, universally 
condemns 
them . 
But when questions of mor­ 
ality, em bracing tem perance, 
Sab­ 
b a th desecration, gam bling and like 
offenses only are 
involved, 
nothing 
b u t the moral sentim ent of the com­ 
m unity where they exist can effectu­ 
ally control them. 
T h a t they are not controlled is pain­ 
fully evident, to the most indifferent 
observer, b u t the cold fact remains 
th a t they are not, and the logic of 
events has long since determined that, 
4‘w hat can't be cured, m ust be en 
dured'’ and controlled w ith the best 
ability th a t moral sentim ent will sup­ 
ply. 
The best friends of tem perance and 
m oral 
reform, 
are 
not 
found in 
the 
ranks 
of 
the 
third 
party, 
n o t because they are not enthusiastic, 
b u t because of the fact. th a t their en ­ 
thusiasm plays havoc w ith judgm ent 
common sense, and every other qualifi­ 
cation th a t enters into practical gov­ 
ernm ent. 
The passage of a county local option 
law would mean adding one more to 
th e 
long list of 
inoperative laws, 
w ith which the statu te books are al­ 
ready ourdeued. 
The 
saloons of 
Janesville, and m any other cities in 
th e state, would be closed in sixty 
days, if the laws already enacted were 
enforced. 
T he clause of the old law, 
w hich says in substance th a t the busi­ 
ness may be made so burdensome th a t 
no m an can afford to stay in it, simply 
m eans th a t a dealer may be fellowed 
w ith fines and penalties, until he be­ 
comes disgusted w ith the fight, and 
retires for self protection. The reason 
w hy 
these 
laws 
are not enforced 
is because the moral sentim ent of the 
com m unity does 
not dem and 
it. 
County option would meet w ith a Bim 
liar experience. 
T he country m ight 
out-vote the cities, b u t the country 
will never furnish th e m aterial to en­ 
force municipal governm ent. 
Iowa, 
w ith a state prohibitory law behind 
it, found it not only im practical, b a t 
conducive to lawlessness. 
The city of 
Ottumwa, 
w ith a 
population 
o f 
20,000, had one hundred saloons, and 
each one of them paid a fine of $100 a 
m onth for keeping, not a saloon, for 
th a t the law prohibited, but a disor­ 
derly house, 
which was infinitely 
worse. 
Men paid for the privilege of 
being lawless, and as a result, drunk 
enness, crime and 
debauchery were 
more prevalent th an ever before. 
Temperance like honesty is prac­ 
ticed by a large m ajority of the peo­ 
ple in Wisconsin and every other state 
in the Union, but third party prohibi­ 
tion, like sanctification, belongs to 
th e realm of perfection, to which the 
aveiage mind, struggling with the 
practical questions of every day life 
seldom aspire. 
T he latter professes holiness, and 
criticises his fellows for not attaining 
*■ the same lofty plain of experience. 
T h e former professes a high ideal of 
m orality and censures in unstinted

upon which his wife, Mary E. Selleck, 
fell on Oct. 28,1893,and was injured,as 
be claims, perm anently. 
The complaint, which was served 
on the city, this morning, sets forth 
that the alleged defective sidewalk is 
sixteen feet south of the northeast 
corner of the Tallm an block on South 
River street; th a t the stringers of the 
sidewalk were rotten, th a t the plank 
which was laid on the stringers was 
rotten, warped and not sufficiently 
fastened, so th at 
when a 
person 
stepped on one end of a board the oth­ 
er end would fly up; th a t there were 
holes in the boards covering the wa’k, 
th a t this condition of the walk was 
known to the city authorities for a 
year or more previous to Oct. 18, 181)3.

tributed to the defective condition of 
the sidewalk, which is shown to have 
j been know n to the authorities, in th a t 
it had been ordered repaired, but th at 
the orders were not enforced.

In view of these facts the plaintiff 
sets forth th a t he has expended large 
sums of money for medicines and sur­ 
gery, and for medical attendance upon 
his wife, aud for ber care and support,
